Government candi- 
dates polled a_ total of 11,424,000 
votes with all but 20 constituencies 
reported. The opposition vote was 
9,965,000. 

At dissolution the government 
had a huge majority of 412. In 1931, 
its popular vote was more than 
twice that of opposition groups. 

Conservatives hold the vast ma- 
jority of the government seats, 385 
The Liberal National group took 32 
and the National Labor representa- 
tion dwindled to six. Others on the 
government are four National, one 
Independent and one Independent 
Conservative. Labor candidates 
will number 149 in the new parlia- 
ment with 12 Liberals on the oppo- 
sition benches, four Independent 
Liberals, four Independent Labor 
party members, 
and one Communist.

TO PREVENT EVASION 

To prevent evasion of the ban, 
certificates and proof will also be 
required on goods from countries 
contiguous to Italy which have 
not applied = sanctions, including 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland (in- 
cluding Leichtenstein) and Albania. 
Lacking proof when required, such 
goods shall be considered of Italian 
origin. 

In addition to the ban on exports 
to Italy, no goods from Canada 
shall be placed on any ship or 
transport going to Italian territory 
except for use In transit. This in- 
cludes shipment by airplane or air- 
ship. 

Italian possessions or colonies are 
included in the ban. 


The exporter of any goods which 
may later be suspected to have 
gone to Italian territory will 
have to prove delivery elsewhere 
or he will be considered as hav- 
tng shipped to Italy and be liable 
te a fine of $500. 

He must also prove in suspected 
cases that he did not consent or 
connive at the goods reaching Italy 
and took reasonable steps to see 
they did not reach Italy. In case 
of doubt as to destination, the min- 
ister of national revenue may order 
the goods held up, and if it is 
shown the intended destination 
was Italy the goods shuli be for- 
feited. 

For contravention of the regula- 
tions prohibiting sanctions the pen- 
alty is two years’ imprisonment and 
or a fine on conviction by indict- 
; ment, and up to twelve months and 
$500 on summary conviction.

A_ redistribution of taxing 
powers which will give the provinces a chance 
to regain financial self-dependence grows more 
necessary with the passing months.

The Lymphatic Circulation | 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The circulation of lymph within the body, 
referred to as the lymphatic circulation, is 
equally as important as the circulation of the 
blood. Lymph is about 90 per cent water, in 
which various subgtances are dissolved. It con- 


tains about the same proteins as are found in 
the blood, together with salts, 
white blood cells, and fibrin, 
which makes it clot. Lymph 
is slightly alkaline in reaction 
and is a clear, colorless fluid. 

To understand the im- 
portance of the lymphatic cir- 
culation, you must first un- 
derstand that the blood trav- 
els within a closed circuit, 
made up of the arteries, capil- 
FP. McCoy laries and veins, which are 

= continueus. Through _ this 
blood is carried close to the cells in the tissues, 
but the blood itself does not escape from the 
blood vessels in which it circulates. Before the 
food material and the oxygen in the blood 
stream may reach the individual cell, some way 
must be found for them to be taken out of the 
blood vessel. This is accomplished by the pas- 
sage of the lymph through the thin capillary 
wall and the lymph carries with it the various 
materials needed by the cell. An easy way to 
remember it is this: “The blood feeds the lymph, 
and the lymph feeds the cell.” 

Lymph performs a two-fold function for the 
cell—it brings it food and takes away waste 
products. The proper drainage of the cells, 
therefore depends upon a good lymphatic cir- 
culation. The lymph is gathered up into lymph- 
atic vessels and travels along these until it 
reaches the lymphatic nodes, which are small, 
bean-shaped lumps. In these nodes, the lymph 
is filtered of material which might be danger- 
ous to the organism if it reaches the general 
circulation. 

When we speak of a poor circulation, we 
usually think of the blood circulation; how- 
ever, a sluggish circulation necessarily indicates 
a poor lymphatic circulation. For normal 
health, all of the fluids of the body, including 
the lymphatic fluid, must circulate freely. 

After passing through the nodes, the lymph 
finally reaches the two great emptying ducts, 
which are the thoracic duct and the right 
lymphatic duct, and is thrown back into the 
veins where it again goes back into the general 
circulation. An important point about the lymph 
node is that when an acute infection occurs, this 
means that more bacteria which are potentially 
dangerous will reach the node, and it will en- 
large to take care of the extra work. For ex- 
ample, during an acute cold, the lymphatic 
nodes which drain the head and neck will be- 
come larger than normal, and painful. When 
repeated attacks of acute infection occur, the 
nodes may remain enlarged and tender or this 
same chronic enlargement may result from 
chronic inflammation or infection. The ordin- 
ary size of a node varies from that of a head of 
a pin, up to the size of a lima bean, but under 
stress, when the node is enlarged to increase 
its work of destroying bacteria, this size is in- 
creased. 

Those in good health who wish to keep the 
lymphatic circulation efficient, will find exer- 
cise a most valuable help. The squeezing effect 
of the muscles as they centract during exercise 
will speed the circulation of lymph. If you will 
breathe deeply while exercising, further good 
results will be obtained. Probably, exercise is 
the single most important factor in propelling 
lymph onward in the lymphatic vessels. By all 
means, exercise sufficiently to keep the circu- 
lation of lymph active. When you take those 
exercises, think of the benefit you must in- 
evitably receive when both the blood circula- 
tion and the lymphatic circulation are active. 
Think of the blood being pumped to every part 
of your body, and also think of the lymph which 
is helped to flow in such a definite way be- 
cause of the exercise you are taking.
